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MILITARY STRENGTH 


The latest estimate of the military strength of the 
various belligerents, made by experts in our war depart- 
ment, shows strikingly the numerical superiority of the 
Allies. ; ig aa 

It is stated that at least 38,000,000 men altogether 
are now bearing arms. Germany is credited with 7 ,OOO,- 
000; Austria 3,000,000; Turkey and Bulgaria 300,000 each; 
Russia 9,00,000; France 6,000,000; Great - Britain 5,000, - 
000; Italy 3,000,000; Japan 1,400,000; United States more 
than 1,000,000; China 541,000; Roumania 320,000; Bel- 
gium 300,000; Serbia 300,000; Greece 300,000; Portugal 
200,000; Montenegro 40,000; Siam 36,000; Cuba 11,000: 
and Liberia 400. 

These figures are not offered as representing ac- 
curately the present effective strength of all the belliger- 
ents. The Russian army, though largest in size, is. prob- 
ably not superior to Austria, just now, in actual fighting 
power. The American army is not yet ready to strike a 
blow. The Greek army is in process of reconstruction. 
The Japanese and Chinese armies may not be sent to 
Europe. 

But making all these allowances, the supremacy of 
the allied forces is overwhelming. Potentially, they out- 
number the Central European forces nearly three to one. 
And if it becomes necessary, they can be mobilized in the 
war zone, effectively, armed and trained, almost to a man. 

One of the most remarkable features of this table is 
the strength indicated for Roumania, Serbia and Belgium 
These three countries, overrun by the Germans and gen- 
erally thought of in America as hopelessly crushed, are 
shown to have a combined effective war strength of near- 
ly 1,000,000 men. Serbia and Roumania each muster for- 
ces equal to those of Bulgaria or Turkey. 

The fighting odds in favor of the Allies are tremen- 
dously impressive, as matters stand. In six months the 
odds may be 50 per cent better, owing to the steady 
strengthening of the allied forces and the steady decline 
of the Central European armies. Today the ratio of fight- 
ing men available on the battle front is probably about 
two to one. In the:spring it will be no less than three to 


one. : (2 | 
THE KAISER’S WAR LOAN 


Kaiser Wilhelm celebrates the success of the latest 
German loan in his characteristic telegram to his minister 
of.finance: 

“T am pleased highly at the splendid result of the sub- 
scriptions to the seventh war loan, and I express to all 
concerned hearty thanks and congratulations for the suc- 
cessful work. Full of vigor and with a fixed aim before 
the eyes of the world, the whole German people stands in 
the fourth year of the war at the side of its heroic sons 
in the field and beside the imperial government and the 
army command, ready for sacrifices of blood and treas- 
ure until the honor and freedom of the Fatherland is as- 
sured against the assaults of its enemies in superior for- 
ces 

We might gather from this spirit of jubilation that 
it’s all over but the shouting—that the German loan has 
been such a tremendous success that the mere moral ef- 
fect of it will make the Allies lay down their arms and 
sue for peace. 

We notice, however, that this supreme effort of the 
German government, an effort so strenuous that it meant 
practically the commandeering of all funds not already 
squeezed out of German pockets, brought in subscriptions 
far less than those offered freely in our second liberty 
Loan. Also, that, co-incidentally -with the announcement 
of this financial triumph, the German inark was reported 
at a discount of 60 per cent in Swedish exchange. That 
makes the German loan, which is nominally $3.107,000,- 
000, worth in realty only a little more than $1,200,000,-
